THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 

James Abraham Garfield was born 
November 10th, 1831,.in the township 
of Orange, Cuyahoga county, Ohio, about 
fifteon miles from Cleveland. . Hia fa 
ther, Abraham Garfield, came from Now 
York, but, like his mother, was of New 
England stock, James was the youngest 
of four children, Tho father died in 
1833, leaving the family dependent upon 
a small farm and the exertions of the 
mother, There was nothing about the 
elder Garfield to distinguish him from 
the other plodding farnters of the rather 
sterile township of Orange. No one 
could discern any qualities in him which, 
transmitted to the next generation, 
might help to make a statesman, unteas it 
was industry ; but bis wife, who is still 
living at an advanced age, was always 
fond of reading when she could get lei- 
sure from her hard household duties, and 
‘was a thoroughly capable woman, of 
strong ‘will, stern.principles and more 
than averago force of character, Of the 
children no one besides James has made 
tho ‘lightest mark in the world. The 
older brother is a farmer’in Michigan, 
and the two sisters are, I believe, farm- 
ere wives, James had @ tough time of 
it ad a boy, He toiled bard on the farm 
early and late in suminer ‘and worked at 
the carpenter's bench in winter. The 
best of it was thathe liked work, There 
is head. .

Daring “his professorship Garfield 
arried Miss Lucratia Rudolph, daughter 
of g farmer in the neighborhood, whose 
acquaintance he had*made while at the 
academy, where sho -was alao a pupil, 
She was a quiet, thoughtful girl, of 
singularly sweet and refined disposition, 
fond of.study and reading, possessing a 
warm heart and a tind with tho capacity 
of ateady growth. Tho marriage was a 
love affair on both sides and has beon a 
thoroughly happy one, “Much of 
General! Garfield's subsequent success in 
life may be attributed to the never- 
failiog sympathy and intellectual com- 


-| panionehip of bis wife and the stimulua 


of a loving home circle, The young 
couple bought a neat little cottage 
fronting on the collego campus and began 
their wedded life’ poor and in debt, but 
with brave hearts, 

In 1859 the college president was 
elected to the State Scnate from the 
counties of Portage and Summit. He 
did not resign bis presidency, because he 
looked upon a few months in the Legis- 
lature as ap opisode not likely to change 
the course of his life. But the wat came 
to alter all his plans. During the winter 
of 1861 ho was active in the passage of 
measures for arming the State militia, 
and his eloquence and energy made him 
conspicuous leader of the Union party. 
Barly -in the summer of . 1861 he was 
elected colonel of an infantry regiment 
(the Forty-second) raised in Northern 
Ohio, many of the soldiers in which had 
been students at Hiram, He took the 
feld in Eastern Kentucky, was soon put 
in command of a brigade, and by making 
ono of the hardest marches ever made 
by recrnits, surprised and routed the 
rebel forces, under Humphrey Marahall, 
at Piketon, : 

From Eastern Kentucky General 
Garfield was transferred to Louisville 
and from that place hastened to join the 
army of Genoral Buell, which he roached 
with his brigade in time to participate 
in the second day's fighting at Pittaburg 
Landing, He took part in the siege of 
Corinth and in the operations along the 
Memphis and Charleston Railroad. - Io 
January,. 1863, he was appointed Chief 
of Staff of the Army of the Outmberland 
and bore a prominent. share in all 'the 
campaigns in Middle Tennessee in tho 
spring and sammer of that year. His 
last conspicuong military service was ab 
the battle of Chickamauga, For his 
conduct ‘in that battle he was promoted 
to a Major-General-abip, 


The Congressional district in which 
Garfiold lived was the.one long made 
famous by Joshua R, Giddings. The old 
antislavery champion grew careless ot 
the aris of politica. towards the end of 
his career and came to look upon a 
nomination and re-election ss a matter 
ofcourge. His over-confidence was faken- 
advantage of in 1858 by an ‘ambitious 
lawyer named Hutchins to carry a con- 
vention against him. The friends of 
Giddings never forgave Hutchins, and 
cast about for a means of defeating him, 
The old man himself was comfortably 
quartered in his Consulate at. Montreal, 
and did not care to make a fight to get 
back tq Congress So his - supporters 
made use of the popularity of General 
Garfield and nominated bith while he 
was in the field . without asking his con- 
sent, That was.in. 1862, .When h 
heard. of the nomination Garfield refleote 
that, it’ would bo. fifteen months . before 
the Congress would meot. to. which he 
would be elected, and believing, ag did 
every one else, thatthe war could not
